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MUSICAL ANP DRAMAT IV,

“Fdalle” at the Acndemy af Masle

The brief season of German opers was In-
augurated at the Academy of Muslc last even-
ing, in the sresence of a large and fashionable
asudience. The opera given was Beethoven's
immortal work, Fidelio, and the performance
throughout was an even and sxcellent one. The
cast was almosat entirely a new one to Lhis elty,
Madame Louise Lichtmay made her first appoar-
ance before a Philadelphia andience, in the difM-
cult role of “Leonora,” and the impression that
she created, by her acting as well as by her
singing, was oxceedingly favorable. She pos-
soases a full and powerful soprano volee, of fine
quality and much dramatic expression. She
slngs with remarkable energy, and acts with a
elear perception of the demands of the situa-
tion. Thronghout the evening she was enthusi-
astically recelved by the sudience. Mad'lle
Bertha Roemer, who sung the part of “Marcel-
line," was aleo a stranger to o
Philadelpbia audience, and, although not mak-
ing pretensions to the highest rank, acquitted
herself most ereditably. Me Theodors Habel-
mann, whose fine voice 18 so well known in
this city, appeared in a new part, that of
“i Jacquino," while Mr, Carl Formes reappeared
in bis admirable and effective role of “*Roequo.”
The wvoiee of Mr. Formes has been
one of the wonders of the iyric stage. The
London critica have pronounced it the most
magnificent base voice ever heard ‘v the Eng-
lish metropolis. Last evenlng he wus enthusi-
astically recelved by the audieace, and
his performance showed that his volce
still retains much of I8 oid
and sweetnezs. The remainder of the ecast
embraced Mr. Carl Bernard as “Florestan,” Mr.

Edward Vierling as ‘‘Plzarro,” and Mr. WIi- |

helm Formes as the “*Governor,” all of whom
were croditable and eatisfactory. Throughout
the evening the concerted pieces were well exe-
cutd, from the quartette in the first act, **Mir
ist s0o wunderbar,” to the magnificent enscmbles
of the closing scenes in *'Florestan’s” dungeon.
The chorus and the orchestra were both good,
and, altogether, the performance was higlly

" satisfactory, a fact to which the hearty applanse
of the audience bore unmistakable evidence.

“Logquetten’ nt the Arch.

The comedy of Cogueltes; or, the Two Joneses,
which was produced at the Arch lnst evening to
a well-pleased andionce, is, we believe, by Mr.
James Alberry, the author of the Two Roses,
In its litecary style it much resembles that piece,
but it possesses the advantage of a more elabo-
rate and more interesting plot, the strong points
of which, however, have not in every instance

been brought forward in ns telling o manner as |

they might have been. Mr. Alberry s evidently
an admirer, and to some extent an imitator, of
Robertson, and while Coqueiles has more
of the proportions of regular standard
comedy than any  play that has
lately been produced, the dialogue,
while it is unusually well written and s often
bright, witty, and sparkling, Is too frequently
trivial and flitnsy, and lacking in compactness
where compactiness Is necessary for the best
dramatic effect, The plot we are confident is
not Mr. Alberry’s own, for it presents all the
eharacteristics of an old-fashioned comedy of
Intrigue, such as the old-fashioned wrilers
whom Mr. Bouclicault so heartily affects to des-
pise, but who have certalnly not been surpassod
by any of the modern dramatists, would have
elaborated into a more brililant piece than the
one produced at the Arch last night. The merlta
of the comedy of Toqueltes, however, more than
overbalance its deficiencles, and it iz a real
pleasure to be able to bestow praise upon a
piece that really presents some clalms to notice on
account of ita literary excellence. The perform-

ance last night was evidently a surprise as well |

as a pleasure to the andience, and if the actors
will endeavor to make the action o little more
animated it ought to achieve a permanemt
BuCCO:8.

IHis appearance bappily convinces
that be I2 pot & murderer, and “Twistnan™ s,
to the satlsfaction of the German, arrested by
the officers of the fort as a deserter from the
army and 18 placed uvoder arrest. ‘‘Schulta’
makes his way to the East, and arrives in New
York just in time to preveat the sccond mar-
riage ef his wife, who has beliaved him dead,
and the play winds up happlly for all in It who
deserve happinessg, ns such plays always should.

Mr. Florence aets the purt of “Schultz,’
which is somewhat out of his usunl line, with
mwuch skill, and seeures «ll (he sympathies the
audlence have to bestow.
